night. 
Earlier 1*0 
ports were that the General Goe- 
thals had located the distressed un­ 
derseas vessel by means of a tele­ 
phone buoy released from the sub­ 
merged craft. 
The crew of the submarine owe 
their lives, he said, to the quick 
i work 
of 
Chief 
Engineer W. R. 
Grace of the General Goetbals, and 
renounces bis assistant, R. A. McWilliams. 
The imprisoned men, Capt. Swin- 
son said, had 
cut 
a small 
hole 
through the 
hull 
and had stuck 
through a p«»le on which was flying 
an undershirt. 
The Alanthus was 
unable to rescue the crew, as she 
had 
no 
apparatus 
for 
cutting 
through the submarine's hull. 
The

gan pumping air through the small 
hole made by the undersea craft’s 
crew.
